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Tlio  History  of  tlio  Class  of  1934 

I In  vekv  modest  passages) 

'I'liree  short  years  ago.  this  school  l)ecaaie  graced  with  the  most  gilted  class  thai 
has  ever  entered  the  |)ortals  of  our  alma  mater.  Our  search  in  the  realm  of  arts  and 
letters  has  heen  more  than  praiseworthy,  having  produced  many  promising  men  ol 
letters  and  especially  promising  men  ol  arts,  while  those  of  us  who  turned  our  atten- 
tions along  the  lines  of  physical  ahility  and  development  have  found  no  less  satis- 
factory results. 

When  we  first  entered  Arlington  High  as  s(^phomores,  the  u|)]jerclassmen  and 
faeultv  were  overwhelmed  hy  the  profundity  of  our  sophistication.  I’lie  thirty  or 
forty  odd  rooms,  the  two  hundreil  and  fifty  oild  hull\ing  seniors,  and  the  forty  or 
fifty  extremelv  odd  teachers  (humor),  imjnessed  us  not  a hit  -hut  what  an  imjjression 
we  made  t)ii  them!  I’roin  the  Christmas  vacation  on,  our  minds  became  more  and 
more  hrilliant  until  we  became  almost  abnormal. 

riie  sophonnjre  class  did  not  need  to  organize,  but  several  of  its  members  had 
the  organizing  spirit  and  immediately  formed  two  new  cluhs,  the  Stamp  Clidj  and  the 
Science  Club.  About  Cdiristmas  time  we  were  also  greeted  with  a revanij)ed  and 
newly  constructed  paper,  jjul)lished  bi-weekly  in  school,  namely  the  Chronicle.  Since 
the  days  of  the  hapless  Clarion,  never  has  such  a group  of  journalists  been  collected 
in  one  class.  It  was  our  class  that  constituted  the  backbone  of  the  Chronicle  and 
made  it  the  success  that  it  is  now  (more  humor).  Then  came  a pleasant  surprise  to 
the  indoor  track  squad  in  the  form  of  a newly  acajuired  board  track — and  where 
would  the  track  have  been  if  we  had  not  sliovelled  all  that  snow-?  And  right  after 
this  came  the  opening  of  the  new  building,  on  February  4,  which  put  a stop  to  those 
jjainful  afternoon  sessions  1(U  the  commercial  students.  In  hasehall  came  the  answer 
to  a coach’s  prayer,  “Ken”  Weidaw,  di.scovered  hy  our  new  and  well-liked  foothall 
and  baseball  mentor  from  Deering.  Maine,  Mr.  Ostergren. 

That  spring,  the  music  department  pul  on  an  excellent  show,  The  Mikado,  and 
the  Dramatic  ('.lub  had  its  first  taste  of  the  future  Fdwin  liooth,  Emery  Batlis,  in 
Janice  Meredith,  a charming  and  excellentl)  jjrotluced  l>lay. 

Then  in  May  came  the  only  sad  part  in  the  history  of  a colorful  class.  John 
\ ogel,  Gino  Santoliquido  and  David  Heinrich,  three  promising  members  of  the 
orchestra  and  hand,  were  drowned  in  .Spy  Pond. — Let  us  pause  here  for  a moment 
so  that  we  may  never  forget  and  always  cherish  the  memory  of  these  three  classmates 
of  ours;  real  fellows  of  the  finest  character  and  citizens  of  whom  Arlington  would 
have  heen  proud. 

At  the  end  of  June  came  that  first  big  gap  over  which  most  of  us  safely  leaped, 
hollowing  this  came  a welcome  jjeriod  of  vacation.  As  we  stoj)  to  think  it  over,  it  i.s 
surprising  to  see  how  little  that  first  summer  changed  us — how  little  different  a junior 
is  from  a sophomore  and  how  both  should  be  classed  together,  a type  incapable  of 
normal  reasoning  and  lacking  in  any  good  .sense;  and  yet  we  returned  as  juniors  in 
a surprising  state  of  advancement.  With  the  advent  of  the  junior  year,  we  blossomed 
lorth  in  a kind  of  “unique”  sophistication  which  must  have  been  very  trying  to  our 
teachers  and  iid'erior  associates,  lint  in  spite  of  this,  it  was  our  class  that  was  maitdy 
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respunsihle  for  Jx'ating  that  strong  Fitchl)urg  team  in  football,  32 — 0.  Remembei 
that,  and  the  jubilant  parade  that  followed?  And  wasn't  it  our  hoys  who  hung  up 
those  records  in  the  state  meet  that  winter? 

About  this  time  our  junior  class  orgaidzed,  niaiidy  for  the  purpose  of  holding  a 
junior  Prom,  with  bashful,  curlydiaired  “Bob”  Hooker  as  president.  A committee 
was  cbosen  and  ])lans  were  made  for  an  elaborate  dance.  Then  it  was  presented  to 
the  class  “to  put  across,”  and  those  who  had  made  the  most  noise  in  favor  of  the 
dance,  were  the  first  ones  to  turn  tail  and  run  when  it  was  lirought  to  them  for  ac- 
ceptance. Consequently,  the  Prom  “fell  through,”  but  at  least  it  fell  through  as 
nothing  had  ever  fallen  through  before. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Dramatic  Club  was  bettering  its  good  name  with  an  excep- 
tionally line  performance  of  (jiiunpy  and  was  sent  to  a INew  England  contest  at 
iVIanchester,  New  IIam|)shire,  with  the  ])lay  Highness,  after  having  won  the  Massachu- 
setts contest  in  Boston.  On  the  same  day  as  the  Manchester  contest,  Arlington  played 
host  to  some  forty  schools  of  Massachusetts  in  a Band  and  Orchestra  Festival  which 
was  a gala  and  memorable  affair,  ending  the  events  of  our  junior  year  at  high  school. 

Then  followed  one  of  the  most  remarkable  and  complete  changes  in  the  meta- 
morphosis of  a human  being.  After  the  majority  of  us  had  successfully  crossed  the 
second,  wider  gap,  an  overnight  change  took  jjlace  in  the  lucky  ones  who  had  just 
w(jn  the  distinctive  title  of  “senior.”  No  longer  do  they  deem  it  advisable  even  to 
glance  at  a soph  or  to  speak  to  a junior.  The  frivolous  gaieties  of  high  school  life 
are  kept  for  the  exclusive  company  of  seniors,  and  even  the  trace  of  a smile  or  other 
than  serious  exj)iession  must  not  aj)pear  on  the  face  of  an  upperclassman  in  the 
presence  of  a so|)h  or  junior.  The  senioi'  becomes  the  very  model  of  poise,  sophis- 
tication, and  perfection.  The  rule  of  the  seniors,  so  much  desj)ised  and  ridiculed  by 
us,  is  at  last  in  our  jjossession — is  our  very  own. 

Tbe  first  tbunderbolt  in  our  c'areer  as  seniors  struck  us  when  we  learned  that 
our  football  team,  defeated  only  once  the  previous  year,  had  dropped  from  the  Mystic 
Valley  League  with  which  it  hacl  lieen  affiliated  for  many  years.  The  result  of  this 
action  ])roved  most  satisfactory  because  as  a free  lance,  we  took  on  much  harder 
teams  and  proceeded  to  beat  them  with  almost  as  much  ease  as  we  had  won  the 
Mystic  Valley  (ihampionship  the  year  before.  Losing  only  one  game,  and  that  a 
“hearthreaker”  to  Litchhurg,  the  team  tied  a strong  Vledford  eleven  and  won  the 
other  eight  games.  In  basketball,  one  of  our  former  captains,  “Bill”  Lowder,  re- 
turned to  coach  the  team  through  a fairly  successful  season.  All  through  this  history, 
1 have  neglected  to  mention  girls'  athletics,  hut  please  don't  think  that  the  girls  of  the 
field  hockey,  basketliall  and  baseball  teams  haven't  been  as  successfid  in  their  leagues 
as  the  boys.  They  have,  their  |)rowess  has  taken  them  far  in  their  respective  fields. 

The  senior  class  then  became  organized  and  Christopher  Nolan  was  elected  pres- 
ident, with  Janet  Blanchard,  vice-president;  Phyllis  Nelson,  secretary,  and  James 
(J’Neil,  treasurer.  Soon  after  the  organization  of  the  class,  the  officers  were  con- 
fronted with  the  problem  of  a school  dance,  sponsored  by  the  senior  class.  Again, 
when  it  came  dowm  to  cobl  facts  of  dollars  and  cents,  the  proposed  dance  met  the 
same  fate  as  its  unfortunate  juedecessor,  the  .lunior  Prom. 

The  Dramatic  Club  capped  its  career  with  a dazzling  success  in  Shakespeare’s 
immortal  comedy.  The  Mercharil  of  Venice.  Emery  Battis’  true  genius  was  shown  as 
Shylock,  even  better  than  as  Grumpy  in  the  previous  year.  The  production  is  without 
doubt  tbe  best  yet  atteni|)ted  by  the  club,  and  its  praises  will  be  sung  for  many  years 
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to  come,  riie  cliil)  ajiaiii  enjoyed  the  honor  of  winning  the  contest  in  Boston  will' 
Biiitho,  the  Pirate,  and  of  l>eing  sent  to  South  Portland,  Maine,  for  the  i\ew  Kngland 
competition,  d he  music  department  produced  tlie  Pirates  of  Penzance  with  great 
success,  d he  leatling  role  was  sung  hy  one  of  our  foremost  long  distance  runners, 
“Spike”  (h'onin,  v\ho  was  found  to  have  a heautiful  tenor  voice.  Came  Friday  the 
ddiirteenth,  when  five  |)layful  anrl  popular  seniors  hung  a pirate  flag  on  the  cupola 
of  the  nev\  Imilding,  causing  a great  deal  of  excitement,  hut  not  a hit  of  damage. 

Well,  so  ends  the  historv  ol  another  class  of  Arlington  High  School.  Without 
(piestion  the  most  illustrious,  the  one  which  we  all  know  is  the  hest  and  one  in  which 
many  strong  friendships  have  heen  made  that  mean  more  than  all  the  wealth  in  the 
world.  We  send  our  ( lass  herald  to  announce  to  the  wor  Id  that  we — class  of  1934^-- 
are  coming!

I can  not  tell  you  just  how  al)suifl  aiul  ridiculous  it  seems  to  me  to  stand  here 
before  you  to  speak  to  you.  While  1 apjjreciate  the  honor  you  have  bestowed  on  me 
in  electing  me  your  (nator,  1 should  like  you  to  realize  that  1 really  have  nothing  to 
say  to  you,  simply  because  there  is  nothing  I can  say.  1 am  a senior  just  as  most  of 
you  are.  1 know  nothing  of  the  real  problems  that  will  face  us  when  we  leave  school, 
for  my  experience  has  been  limited  to  school.  What  1 have  to  say  to  you  is  simply 
my  conception  of  what  all  of  you  must  realize. 

Another  Senior  Class  is  about  to  leave  Arlington  High  School.  It  is  with  a feel- 
ing of  gratitude  to  the  town  (rf  Arlington  that  the  class  of  1934  leaves  this  schor)l. 
When  we  realize  that  over  twent\-two  thousand  six  hundred  schools  in  the  Lnited 
States  have  been  closed  and  that  live  hundred  thousand  pupils  have  not  been  able  to 
attend  school  this  year,  we  may  well  be  grateful  to  Arlington  that  we  have  not  been 
denied  any  schooling. 

When  we  leave  school,  we  shall  go  out  into  a changing  world,  a world  that  has 
been  strained  and  racked  by  an  economic  depression,  the  worst  it  has  known.  There 
is  every  reason  to  believe  that  we  aie  slowly  but  siireU  recovering  from  this  econonric 
crisis  and  that  we  may  safely  hope  to  earn  a living  next  year.  There  is  not  one  of  us 
who  has  not  felt  the  depression  in  some  form  or  other;  most  of  us  have  suffered  from 
it.  It  has  not  been  a pleasant  exj)erience,  but  because  of  it  we  have  not  a false  sense, 
rather  a truer  sense  of  values.  We  are  not  handicapped  by  the  thought  that  the  world 
owes  us  a living.  In  school  we  have  studied  the  causes  of  depression,  thus  we  can 
at  least  see  that  we  are  not  among  those  who  will  cause  another. 

d he  youth  of  America  must  not  be  blinded  by  the  economic  crisis  we  are  still 
suffering  from.  We  must  realize  that  on  us  depends  whether  or  not  the  United  States 
shall  continue  to  be  a land  of  opj)ortunity  and  democracy.  Problems  face  us  which 
have  faced  no  other  generation  since  Revolutionary  times.  Throughout  the  world 
“Democracy  is  on  trial.”  No  longer  can  America  say  to  the  rest  of  the  world,  “4  ou 
settle  your  troubles  and  we  will  settle  (jurs.”  We  have  reached  the  point  where  we 
must  take  up  the  problem  of  living  with  other  nations  and  peoples,  and  face  it  and 
solve  it  with  the  rest  of  the  world.  America  has  stood  for  Democracy,  pure  and 
simple,  and  yet  within  our  great  democracy  is  a race,  the  colored  race,  wdiore  birth 
is  nearly  twice  as  great  as  ours,  aiid  which  seems  to  have  no  real  place  in  our  social 
or  economic  systems.  W'e  are  faced  with  the  i)roblems  of  capital  and  labor.  Whether 
a man  who  has  capital  should  wax  rich  from  the  toil  and  sweat  of  his  economical!) 
|)oorer  brethren.  The  most  pressing  problem  facing  us,  aside  from  recovery,  is 
crime,  d he  percentage  of  organized  crime  in  the  United  States  is  larger  than  in  any 
(jlher  country.  While  much  jrrogress  is  being  made  in  eliminating  crime,  we  must 
realize  that  soon  we  shall  have  to  face  this  jnoblem,  not  as  youths,  but  as  men  and 
women,  the  leaders  of  our  country.  We  shall  have  to  face  it  frankly  and  fearlessly, 
realizing  its  real  seriousness  and  terriblenes.s,  but  not  making  the  problem  larger 
than  it  really  is.  If  every  one  of  us  will  take  interest  to  see  that  our  town  and  citv 
governments  are  wholesome  and  trustworthy,  we  shall  be  able  to  eliminate  crime. 
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If  c\cry  one  of  ns  will  lake  the  interest  to  think  deej)ly  and  act  wisely  w’o  may  he 
assured  that  our  children  shall  not  have  to  face  this  prohleni. 

I have  enumerated  just  a few  of  the  prohlems  which  face  the  youth  of  America, 
riiese  prohlems  can  he  solved  oidv  l)y  clear  thinking  and  right  action.  They  can  nut 
he  solved  hy  a few.  hut  all  must  take  up  the  j)rohlem  of  making  America  a heller 
place  in  which  to  live.  We  must  realize  that  to  he  a ha})|)y,  industrious  jreople  none 
of  us  can  live  unto  himself,  hut  all  must  work  for  the  common  good.  We  all  have  faith 
enough  in  America  to  believe  that  she  can  ride  onl  any  storm,  Init  faith  is  not  enough. 
W'e  must  have  the  will  and  courage  to  face  the  storms  fearlessly.  Oidy  hy  strong 
character  can  we  do  this. 

We  are  still  youths,  still  in  the  age  of  Iniilding,  so  let  us  continue  to  build  oui 
characters  on  the  foundation  that  has  been  laid  in  school.  Here  we  have  had  opi>or- 
lunily  to  prepare  ourselves  to  face  the  prohlems  of  life.  The  athletic  field  has  tauglu 
us  initiative,  to  u.se  our  minds  at  just  the  right  moment,  and  to  w in  or  lose  with  grace. 
■Many  extra  curricula  activities  such  as  orchestra.  Glee  Cluli,  and  Dramatic  Clul>  have 
taught  us  to  work  with  others.  Our  contact  with  other  students  has,  probably  uncon- 
sciously, broadened  our  minds  and  emotions.  W e have  learned  to  distinguish  good 
from  evil.  j\ow  that  we  are  entering  life,  we  shall  have  a chance  to  use  this  knowl- 
edge. Let  us  distinguish  lietween  good  aiul  e\il,  and  let  us  do  always  what  our 
conscience  tells  us  is  right.  Let  us  face  life  fearlessly  and  let  us  live  life  rightly, 
not  only  for  our  own  sakes,  hut  for  the  sake  of  the  generations  to  come,  and  for  the 
sake  of  our  great  nation.  To  quote  Longfellow,
